Candidates mull 
joining Edmonton 
mayoral race 

Mayor Stephen Mandel’s 
big announcement Tuesday 
removed one question 
mark from the 2013 may¬ 
or’s race, and the potential 
contenders for his job say 
they will remove the others 
within weeks. 

Couns. Amarjeet Sohi, 
Karen Leibovici and Don 
Iveson are all contemplat¬ 
ing runs for the mayor’s 
chair in the fall, and with 
Mandel clearing the way 
they say they will make 
their own announcements 
soon. 

“I haven’t made my de¬ 
cision, but I will be making 
my decision within a couple 
of weeks,” said Sohi. 

Sohi and Leibovici both 
said that they would make 
their decision around the 
upcoming Federation of 
Canadian Municipalities 
(FCM) conference, set for 
May 31 to June 3. 

“I am still considering 
my options, and it will be a 
wait and see,” said Leibovici. 

Iveson, also expected 
to run for mayor, told 
reporters to stay tuned for 
an announcement on his 
decision. 

Coun. Kerry Diotte an¬ 
nounced his bid for mayor 
last week. 

Coun. Kim Krushell 
said she is still weighing 
her options, which include 
a mayor’s run, another 
term on council or simply 
becoming a private citizen. 

“I love Edmonton, but I 
haven’t decided what door I 
am going to open,” she said. 

Coun. Jane Batty, the 
only other councillor who 
has not made an announce¬ 
ment, also pledged she 
would make her decision 
within the next few weeks.

As staff prepared to reopen a 
Southside restaurant, the me¬ 
morial for the two-year-old 
who was killed when an SUV 
crashed into the eateiy’s patio 
continues to grow. 

Patrick Ryan, a manager 
with Ric’s Grill, said the restau¬ 
rant reopened Wednesday but 
the patio would remain closed 
for some time. 


On Sunday evening, two- 
year-old Geo Mounsef was 
killed when an SUV crashed 
into the patio. 

Police believe the SUV’s 
driver, who was parked outside 
of the restaurant and allegedly 
involved in a dispute with his 
spouse, put the vehicle in drive 
instead of reverse. 

Richard Suter, 62, faces sev¬ 
eral impaired-driving charges 
in connection with the colli¬ 
sion. 

A growing tribute of flowers, 
teddy bears and cards remained 
on the restaurant’s patio on 
Wednesday. 

“As far as I’m concerned it 
belongs to the family. We have 
no plans other than letting it 
be,” Ryan said. 

In addition to leaving items 


at the memorial, Edmonton¬ 
ians have went online to sup¬ 
port Geo’s family. 

A Faceboolc Group called 
Justice For Geo, started by Geo’s 
mom Sage Morin, has more 
than 10,000 likes and hundreds 
of comments from community 
members offering condolences. 

Morin has asked support¬ 
ers to come to the Edmonton 
courthouse on Thursday, where 
Suter is scheduled to appear via 
closed-circuit television for a 
bail hearing.

Tense afternoon at 
courthouse. Prisoner 
held cellmate hostage 
for two hours and 
‘eyeglasses were 
involved,’ police say

A prisoner at the Edmonton 
courthouse held her cellmate 
hostage for two hours Wed¬ 
nesday, but Edmonton police 
say they resolved the incident 
without the use of force. 


The incident occurred in 
one of the holding cells of 
the courthouse, with one 
woman forcefully taking an¬ 
other woman hostage. 

“We know that there 
was a pair of eyeglasses in¬ 
volved,” said Inspector Dean 
Hilton of the EPS. “We be¬ 
lieve the weapon that was 
used by the subject was one 
of the glass lenses.” 


Police were called onto 
the scene just before 11:30 
a.m. where they assisted in 
the negotiation with the at¬ 
tacker. A tactical team was 
not required, but one was 
placed on standby. 

“We were able to success¬ 
fully negotiate a surrender, a 
peaceful surrender, without 
any injuiy at approximately 
1:18 p.m.,” said Hilton. 


While negotiations were 
occurring, much of the build¬ 
ing remained unaware what 
was taking place below. 

“It was contained in the 
cell area within the court¬ 
house and didn’t affect oper¬ 
ations within the courthouse 
or any safety whatsoever,” 
said Hilton. 

It’s still unclear whether 
the two people involved 
were connected in any way. 

No injuries occurred, al¬ 
though the hostage-taker 
was taken to hospital for ob¬ 
servation. 

No charges have been 
laid on the woman at this 
time.

Shauna Roughley has never 
met a Callum — other than 
her three-and-a-half-month- 
old son. 

“My husband is English, 
and he wanted a really British 
name,” Roughley said. 

The new mom was at Gym- 
boree on Edmonton’s south 
side on Wednesday, as the 
province announced the most 
popular baby names for 2012. 

Just how popular Callum 
will prove to be in 2013 is yet 
to be determined, but last year 
Liam was the most popular 
boys’ name for the third year 
in a row, while Emma was the 
top choice for girls after being 
third in 2011. 

And there were a lot of each 
of them, since 52,398 babies 
were delivered in Alberta last 
year, a record number. 

“Albertans are having a 
lot of babies,” Service Al¬ 
berta Minister Manmeet 
Bhullar said. “This is like a 
mini baby boom. This is real¬ 
ly significant.” 

Of the 27,030 boys and 
25,368 girls bom in 2012, 
about 18,000 were bom in Cal- 
gaiy, about 15,000 in Edmon¬ 


ton and the rest elsewhere in 
the province. 

“Really, these numbers are 
no surprise,” Bhullar said, not¬ 
ing more than 60,000 people 
moved to Alberta last year. 

While Liam and Emma 
have been consistently at the 
top, bolder and more unusual 
names seem to be surfacing, 
Bhullar said. 

Some of the 13,000 distinct 
names registered in 2012 in¬ 
clude Rhaney-Day, Thunder¬ 


bolt, Hendrix, and Brave and 
Beautiful, which show Al¬ 
berta’s “flair for creativity,” 
Bhullar said. 

“ft seems people are be¬ 
coming more and more open 
to having names that are 
unique, one-of-a-kind or may 
mean something special.” 

Many seem to be inspired 
by music, spirituality, na¬ 
ture and even places, such as

Even the people Mayor Ste¬ 
phen Mandel beat on the 
campaign trail became sup¬ 
porters of the man who has 
run his last campaign. 

Mandel announced his re¬ 
tirement Tuesday, after three 
terms as the city’s mayor, 
which put him through three 
contested elections. 

Robert Noce, who along 
with former mayor Bill Smith 
lost to Mandel in 2004, said 


Mandel made a late surge and 
pulled out ahead. 

“I could sense that in the 
last number of weeks there 
was a definite momentum,” 
said Noce. 

Noce said Mandel had a 
good team in place when he 
ran and listened to voters 
enough to earn their trust. 

“He had the right people 
around him and obviously 
put forward a message that 


worked for him,” he said. 

David Dorward, now an 
MLA, said the mayor was a 
formidable opponent, but 
when he ran against him, 
he wasn’t directly running 
against Mandel. 

“I didn’t tiy to put my¬ 
self out as someone who was 
anti-Stephen; more as some¬ 
one who was pro-fiscal re¬ 
straint,” said Dorward.

Lisa Belanger wants to take 
the fight against cancer 
from the lab to the moun¬ 
tains in honour of her best 
friend, and she’s asking for 
your toonies to help.

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper’s government de¬ 
ploys a vast early-warning 
communications system to 
warn of potential problems 
ahead. 

But Harper insisted Wed¬ 
nesday that he learned about 
his right-hand man bailing 
out an embattled Conserva¬ 
tive senator in much the 
same way as other Canadians 
did: by seeing it on the news. 

“Immediately upon learn¬ 
ing that the source was in¬ 
deed my chief of staff, Nigel 
Wright, I immediately asked 
that that information be re¬ 
leased publicly,” Harper said 


at a news conference in Peru, 
the first time he’s taken 
questions publicly on the 
scandal. 

“Had I obviously been 
consulted, more important¬ 
ly, I would not have agreed, 
and it is obviously for those 
reasons that I accepted Mr. 
Wright’s resignation.” 

Wright quit on Sunday as 
details emerged on him giv¬ 
ing Sen. Mike Duffy $90,000 
to repay what he improperly 
expensed for housing. Duffy 
quit the Conservative caucus 
last Thursday. 

The scandal is under in¬ 
vestigation by the federal 
ethics commissioner; Duffy’s 
expenses in particular are 
being reviewed again by an 
internal Senate committee.

Convicted killer says she 
‘deserves a second chance’ 


In a surprise jailhouse inter¬ 
view just hours after a juiy 
began deliberating whether 
she will live or die, the woman 
at the centre of a murder case 
that captivated many Amer¬ 
icans spoke out Tuesday about 
her trial, her fights with her 
legal team and her belief that 
she “deserves a second chance 
at freedom someday.” 

Arias was convicted last 
week of first-degree murder 
in the June 2008 stabbing and 
shooting death of her one-time 
lover in what prosecutors de¬ 
scribed as a cold, calculated 
killing carried out in a jealous 
rage. Arias maintains it was self- 
defence. 


Arias provided some new 
information about her case 
and how she believed her law¬ 
yers let her down by not call¬ 
ing more witnesses who could 
have bolstered her claims that 
she was a victim of domestic 
violence at the hands of Travis 
Alexander. 

Arias acknowledged it was 
unlikely she would ever be 
released, but believed she de¬ 
serves a second chance. 

“To this day, I can hardly be¬ 
lieve I was capable of such vio¬ 
lence. But I know that I was,” 
Arias told jurors. “And for that, 
I’m going to be sony for the 
rest of my life.”

The three women rescued 
after being held captive 
in a house in Cleveland 
for about a decade want 
eveiyone to know they are 
doing fine and appreciate 
offers of help. 

The message was relayed 
in a letter released Tuesday 
by their attorneys. 

The letter said Amanda 
Berry, Gina Dejesus and 
Michelle Knight are happy 
and safe. A charity fund to 
help the women has raised 
more than $650,000 US 
from 6,800 donors. 

“These three brave 
women have asked us to 
give this message to eveiy¬ 
one who has expressed 
concern and support,” said 
the attorneys, who are 
representing the women 
for free.

In a brutal daylight attack 
which raised fears that terror¬ 
ism had returned to London, 
two men with butcher knives 
hacked another man to death 
near militaiy barracks Wed¬ 
nesday before police wound¬ 
ed them in a shootout. 

In a shocking video broad¬ 
cast on British TV, one man 
gestured with bloodied hands, 
waving a butcher knife in 
the air and shouting political 
statements against the British 
government as pedestrians 
stood nearby a body lying mo¬ 
tionless on the street. Blood¬ 
stains coated the street. 

British officials said the at¬ 
tack appeared to be an act of 
terrorism, possibly motivated 


by radical Islam. 

The two suspects remained 
hospitalized on Wednesday 
but their identities and that of 
their victim were not known. 


One of them was reported to 
be in serious condition. 

French President Francois 
Hollande, speaking at a press 
conference in Paris, said it 


was a British soldier who was 
killed. British Prime Minister 
David Cameron didn’t im¬ 
mediately confirm that fact.

Canadian Blood 
Services.

Canada is lifting a nearly 
30-year-old ban on gay men 
giving blood, though for the 
time being only those who 


are abstinent will be allowed 
to donate. 

The new policy, which Can¬ 
adian Blood Services hopes to 
have in place by mid-summer, 
will allow men to donate 
blood if they haven’t had sex 
with another man for five 
years before the donation.

Six people still 
unaccounted for 
in 'Tornado Alley’ 


The tornado that tore through 
an Oklahoma City suburb de¬ 
stroyed or damaged as many 
as 13,000 homes and may have 
caused $2 billion in damage, of¬ 
ficials said Wednesday 

State authorities meanwhile 
said two infants were among 
the 24 people who perished in 
the twister. 

Oklahoma Insurance De¬ 
partment spokeswoman Cal- 
ley Herth told The Associated 
Press that the early damage 
tally is based on visual assess¬ 
ments of the extensive disaster 
zone that stretches more than 
27 kilometres and the fact that 
Monday’s tornado was on the 
ground for 40 minutes. 

For the first time Wednes¬ 
day, authorities provided a 
clearer accounting of the de¬ 
struction in Moore, a town of 
about 56,000 in a central U.S. 
region known as “Tornado Al¬ 
ley.” Moore was also hit by a 


massive tornado in 1999. 

Between 12,000 and 13,000 
homes were destroyed or dam¬ 
aged and 33,000 people were 
affected in some way by the 
storm, said Oklahoma City 
Mayor Mick Cornett, speaking 
at a news conference. He also 
put the monetaiy damage esti¬ 
mate at between $1.5 billion to 


$2 billion. 

Emergency officials were 
unable to put a figure on the 
number of people left home¬ 
less, because many people have 
been taken in by relatives and 
only a few dozen have stayed 
overnight at Red Cross shelters. 

President Barack Obama 
will travel to Moore on Sunday 


to view the damage first-hand 
and meet with victims and 
emergency personnel. 

With her son holding her 
elbow, 83-year-old Colleen 
Arvin walked up her driveway 
Tuesday to see what was left of 
her home of 40 years. 

Part of the roof was sitting 
in the front yard, and the siding

One-third of Canadian households live 
paycheque-to-paycheque, study finds 


Almost a third of Canadian 
households report never or al¬ 
most never having any money 
left to save after paying their 
bills, according to a new study 
issued Wednesday. 

Households that reported 
no wealth accumulation tend¬ 
ed to be working, middle-aged 
people — although of vaiying 
income levels, says the study by 
the Certified General Account¬ 
ants Association of Canada. 

“They felt that their in¬ 
comes were not keeping pace 
with the cost of living,” said

The report found that the wealth of an 
average Canadian adult was only $ 6,600 in 
2012, or 2.7 per cent higher when compared 
to the wealth controlled by households at 
the beginning of 2008 .

The computer/eyeglasses hybrid hasn’t yet 
been released to the general public, but Google 
Glass is already at the centre of the great debate 
that accompanies the arrival of any major new 
technology 

Namely: Is it a force for evil, or for good? 

Is Google Glass a further erosion of our pri¬ 
vacy, like CCTV cameras or the mirror? Or is it a 
great tech leap forward, like the jump from 
Nintendo to Super Nintendo? 

My best guess? Neither. There will be a few 
innovative uses, sure, and a few major misuses, 
and a totally disproportionate amount of porn. 

But I suspect people who think there will be life-altering 
repercussions might find that there’s a Glass ceiling to be hit. 

I’ve seen the glasses described as “augmented reality,” 
which seems like a bit much. It’s not as if it will provide a holo-

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deck-lilce experience, allowing you to walk 
the vast empty expanse of Google Plus in 
3D. 

Google Glass is, for all intents and pur¬ 
poses, just a hands-free iPad. 

Which is why I say its major impact will 
be providing innovative ways for people to 
irritate each other. 

Look deep into the crystal (display) ball 
and you’ll see what I mean: 

• First the general public will scoff at the 
early adopters standing in line on Opening 
Day, then the early adopters will roll their 
eyes a few months later as moms and dads 
buy each other Google Glasses for Christ- 
mas 

• Eventually there will be different styles and capabilities 
of Google Glass, and they’ll become status symbols, with each 
clique annoyed that the other owns the device for the 
“wrong” reasons. Presumably the hipster Google Glasses 
won’t even have lenses. 


• There will be some anti-Glass protest groups decrying 
the end of privacy. They will make many good points, but 
they’ll also be so smug and self-important that you’ll be glad 
their cause is hopeless. 

• One moronic motorist will, say, drive into scaffolding 
while playing Angry Birds on his glasses, setting off numer¬ 
ous idiotic political debates that will accomplish nothing. A 
U.S. senator will say something about the glasses that show he 
has not used a new piece of technology since the Vic-20. 

• Once the device is ubiquitous, it will be hard to tell 
whether random people are Googling, which means Google 
Glass will combine the phone app annoyance of being ig¬ 
nored, with the phone call frustration of hearing only half a 
conversation. 

In short, these new Portable Annoyance Devices, or eye- 
PADs, will be deeply irritating at times. But they’re not going 
to hasten the end of civilization, either, and you’ll probably 
own one eventually. 

Like all technology, Google Glass will only be as good or as 
bad as the humans who wield it. So we probably are doomed. 
But only to disappointment. Google Glass half full?

These automatic flowers will do 



Microscopic crystals 
bloom in beaker 

Scientists at Harvard 
University have been able to 
grow microscopic crystals 
into dainty “flower” 
structures on a beaker of 
chemicalfluid. 

Dr. Wim Noorduin and his 
team at the Harvard School of 
Engineering and Applied 
Sciences (SEAS) found they 
can controlthe growth 


behaviour of crystals to 
create intricate molecular 
objects. Two chemical 
compounds are dissolved in 
waterin a simple glass 
beaker. 

As C02 enters the beaker 
from the air, it triggers 
reactionsthatresultin 
forming microscopic objects, 
a process that takes up to four 
hours. 

“By manipulating the 
mixture’s conditions, like 


adding some acid or kitchen 
salt, a large diversity of 
shapes — from vases to corals 
— can be made,” says 
Noorduin. 

“When zooming in using 
an electron microscope, you 
seethatinsidethe beakera 
vast landscape of complex, 
sculpted microstructures has 
evolved in which you can get 
completely lost. It really feels 
like you are diving in an alien 
coral reef,” he added, metro

micrometres ( 0.00005 metres) is the size 
of one “flower” — equivalent to the 
width of six red blood cells, or smaller 
than the thickness of a bank note. 

While Noorduin admits that “there are 
no practical applications yet,” making 
these aesthetically pleasing objects 
“moves towards the control that is re¬ 
quired for many practical applications, 
such as optical materials and catalysts.”

When Mark Pawsey joined 
the British production of Phan¬ 
tom of the Opera as stage man¬ 
ager in 1998, he didn’t think 
life could get any better.

Lush animation in 
Epic proportions 



Q&A. Director Chris 
Wedge talks about 
honouring illustrators 
of old and how music’s 
A-list voiced his movie 


Ice Age director Chris Wedge 
set the bar high by naming 
his latest animated adventure 
Epic. And he certainly didn’t 
make it easy on his animators 
by placing the coming-of-age 
stoiy in the heart of a dense 
forest teeming with intricate 
flora, bizarre creatures and 
multiple bodies of water. 

Wedge says technological 
advances helped him bring to 
life a fantasy world of tiny hu¬ 
man-like warriors called Leaf- 
men who protect the earth 
from death and decay. Epic is 
inspired by characters from 
William Joyce’s book. The Leaf 
Men and the Brave Good Bugs. 
It centres on 17-year-old M.K., 
voiced by Amanda Seyffied, 
who struggles to reconnect 


with her estranged scientist 
dad Bomba (Jason Sudeikis). 
Musicians Beyonce, Pitbull 
and Steven Tyler lend their 
textured timbres to strange 
magical creatures too fast and 
too small to be easily seen by 
humans. Wedge sat down to 
talk about his new project. 

There were scenes that looked 
so real it looked like actual 
nature footage. Did you ever 
have to say, ‘Wait a minute, 
this is too precise’? 

The style of the film is based 
on some of the great story 
illustrations that were done 
in the middle of the last 
century by (animators like) 
N.C. Wyeth. (Things like) the 
great classical illustrations 
of Treasure Island or Robin 
Hood that are done in a very 
realistic, romantic painting 
style. That’s what we started 
with. It doesn’t look perfectly 
real but it looks real enough 
to convince you. 

And humans take centre stage 
here, unlike your previous out¬ 


ings with Ice Age and Robots. 

We have taken a swing at 
much more realistic human 
proportions than we’ve ever 
done and that’s one thing that 
created a lot of complexity for 
the animators and designers, 
eveiything. 

You’ve turned to musicians 
to voice some key roles here: 
Beyonce as Queen Tara, Steven 
Tyler as Nim Galuu and Pitbull 
as Bufo. Was that by design? 
We didn’t set out to have 
musicians in key roles but 
I just listen to voices, you 
know. And sometimes some¬ 
one will suggest something, 
like Pitbull for a specific 
character just because it kind 
of fit him. And I didn’t know 
Pitbull’s speaking voice well 
but when I heard it I thought, 
‘Oh, man, that’s it.’ Same 
thing for Steven Tyler for a 
big, fun, gregarious character 
in the middle of the movie. 
Steven Tyler just comes in and 
he does Steven Tyler. But most 
people don’t even realize it’s 
him.

By her count, Jessica Walter 
has been a member of the 
Screen Actors Guild for 50 
years, a period of time that 
encompasses a vast body of 
work — dramatic (Grand 
Prix), suspenseful (Play Misty 
For Me), supernatural (Dr. 
Strange) and, most recently, 
comedic (Archer). But for Wal¬ 
ter, the forthcoming return of 
Arrested Development offers 
a reassuring reminder that 
her career has transcended 
not just different genres, but 
different generations. 

“Certainly demographical- 


ly, there are probably people 
who thought I was dead,” 
Walter says candidly. “I have 
people that are my age and 
older who know who I am, 
who remember some of my 
work from the old days, and 
then I used to get. Wow, my 
mother really likes you.’ Then 
I’d get, ‘My grandma really 
likes you.’ And now I get ‘I 
really like you!’ So how can I 
be unhappy about that?” 

According to Walter, who 
plays boozy matriarch Lucille 
Bluth, virtually every line of 
dialogue in the 15 new epi¬ 
sodes creator Mitchell Hur- 
witz wrote has a double (or 
even triple) meaning, much 
like those in the 53 episodes 
of the show that were broad¬ 
cast during its three seasons 
on Fox. But because each 
episode now focuses on a dif¬ 
ferent character, instead of 
simply following Jason Bate¬ 
man’s Michael Bluth, con¬ 
versational contexts shifted 
frequently — a change that 
provided a considerable chal¬ 
lenge for Walter and her co-

stars as they navigated their 
way through Hurwitz’s lat¬ 
ticework of plot strands and 
one-liners. 

“We didn’t know a whole 
lot, a lot of the time, which 
makes it much more diffi¬ 
cult,” she admits. “In the end, 
it all worked out, but it’s a 
strange way to work because 
you don’t have all of the ma¬ 
terials.” 

Still, the actress says she 
slipped easily back into the 
role, even after a seven-year 
hiatus between the show’s 
cancellation and its rebirth 
on Netflix. 


“The thing about our 
show, which I think you prob¬ 
ably realize from watching it, 
is that the writing is so char¬ 
acter-specific,” she observes. 
“Once I heard Tony (Hale’s) 
voice and once I saw him, 
there he was with the hook 
and his pathetic demeanor, 
he was my little Busty again.” 

Between Lucille on Ar¬ 
rested Development and Mal- 
loiy Archer on Archer, Walter 
finds herself in the midst of 
a remarkable career renais¬ 
sance, a fact she’s grateful for, 
regardless of whether people 
know her prior to playing 
these cantankerous, irresist¬ 
ibly manipulative mothers. 

“I’m so glad they think of 
something,” she says humbly. 

“At my age I’m privileged 
that they think of something, 
so it doesn’t bother me a bit 
if they think of me as Lucille. 
And people have been really 
nice — they don’t seem to 
think of Lucille as horrible, 
thank God. But as long as 
they’re thinking of me, it 
makes me happy.”

God Forgives premiere

Canadian actor is busy 
with his first movie 
behind the camera 


The Cannes Film Festival is 
missing one of its biggest stars 
of this year’s festival: Ryan 
Gosling. 

The 32-year-old Canadian 
actor was unable to attend the 
premiere Wednesday of direc¬ 
tor Nicolas Winding Refn’s 
film Only God Forgives. Gos¬ 
ling stars in the Bangkok noir 
about a boxing club owner 
pressured by his mother to 
avenge his brother’s murder. 

At a press conference 
Wednesday, Cannes direc¬ 
tor Thierry Fremaux read, in 
French, a letter from Gosling 
apologizing for his absence. 
The actor is currently in De¬ 
troit shooting his directorial 
debut, How to Catch a Mon¬ 
ster. “I can’t believe that I’m 
not in Cannes with you,” Gos¬ 
ling wrote. “I was hoping to be 


coming but I am in the third 
week of shooting my movie. 
I miss you all. Nicolas, my 
friend, we really are the same, 
simply in different worlds and 
I am sending you good vibra¬ 
tions. I am with you all.” 

His absence is a blow to 
the festival, which depends on 
top stars like Gosling to walk 
its red carpet and draw the 
world’s media attention to the 
annual French Riviera extrava¬ 
ganza. 

Fremaux said he was sad 
that Gosling couldn’t make it. 


“He is not with us phys¬ 
ically, but as he stated, his 
thoughts are with us,” said 
Fremaux. 

Only God Forgives is Gos¬ 
ling’s second collaboration 
with Refn following 201 l’s 
Drive. 

Only God Forgives was 
screened for the media early 
Wednesday at Cannes, where 
it drew mixed reviews for its 
extreme violence and night¬ 
marish treatment of such a 
Greek tragedy.

Toby Keith, a native of 
Moore, is also planning a bene¬ 
fit. His sister’s house was hit by 
the tornado.

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French electronic duo Daft Punk 
keeps robot image, try new sound 


New album. There 
are mixed reviews 
for Random Access 
Memories as the dance 
music crew tries to 
expand musically with 
fourth album 


It’s tempting to say Daft Punk 
has gone Hollywood. The in¬ 
fluential French electronic 
duo crafted its first film 
score, for Tron: Legacy, three 
years ago and are now releas¬ 
ing a well-financed, smartly- 
hyped pop album featuring 
what they call an ensemble 
cast of contemporary singers 
and veteran musicians. 

There’s long been a show¬ 
biz bent to the work of Thom¬ 
as Bangalter and Guy-Manuel 
de Homem-Christo, who for 
the last 13 years have hidden 
their faces in public appear¬ 
ances by wearing robot hel¬ 
mets and costumes. Bangalter 
compares the mystique-build¬ 


ing masks — echoed by musi¬ 
cians including Deadmau5 
and MF Doom — to an ever- 
evolving comic book super¬ 
hero who starts as a side stoiy 
“then maybe 50 years later it 
becomes like a big franchise 
movie in Hollywood.” 

Yet Daft Punk’s new album 
Random Access Memories 
isn’t the special effects-filled 
summer blockbuster you 
might expect. The group that 
helped popularize electronic 
dance music in the United 
States has used almost exclu¬ 
sively live instrumentation 
on the 13 songs, many mod¬ 
eled on the easygoing groove 
of late 1970s pop and disco. 
At a time when drum ma¬ 
chines and urgent computer¬ 
generated chords dominate 
the charts, Daft Punk went 
the opposite direction. 

“Human voices in pop 
music are becoming more 
and more robotic,” Bangalter 
said. “(The album) is a robotic 
project and a technological 
one that is tiying to get more 
and more human.” 


Like film directors 


They started with several 
days of jam sessions in Los 
Angeles, then spent four 
years layering sounds, 
editing, rearranging and 
re-recording. 


Bangalter 
compares the duo to a 
film director “shooting 
for months and months, 
stopping sometimes to 
do reshoots and then 
lots of editing.” 


Through arranger Chris 
Caswell, the group linked up 
with players who could evoke 
their favourite music from 
Chic, early Michael Jackson, 
Steely Dan, Fleetwood Mac. 
Chic’s Nile Rodgers, drum¬ 
mer JR Robinson and bassist 
James Genus lay the musical 
bed for vocalists including 
Julian Casablancas, Panda 
Bear from Animal Collective 
and Pharrell. It’s a long way 


from the two-man home stu¬ 
dio productions that defined 
the first three Daft Punk al¬ 
bums. 

“Making music with musi¬ 
cians and bringing back a 
certain craftsmanship, that 
was totally unfamiliar for 
us. It was somehow a certain 
fantasy,” Bangalter said. “It’s 
funny because it was some¬ 
how a luxuiy to be able to do 
that. But at the same time it 
was not a comfortable pos¬ 
ition.” 

Early response has been 
mixed to the hotly antici¬ 
pated album, which streamed 
on iTunes prior to Tuesday’s 
release. “This album makes 
me not like L.A.,” DJ-producer 
Diplo tweeted. “These guys 
are way smarter then me. 
I’m definitely missing some¬ 
thing.” Billboard called the 
album “messy” but said it 
was “fantastic to hear these 
masterminds tiying again,” 
while Pitchfork praised its 
musicianship and “amazing 
level of detail.”

Canadian music. 
K’naan working on 
new songs after 
deriding 2012 album 
for chasing U.S. success 
in the wrong places 


Somali-Canadian rapper 
K’naan says lingering dis¬ 
appointment over his last al¬ 
bum is pushing him to write 
and release a new batch of 
songs. The Wavin’ Flag musi¬ 
cian says he’s found renewed 
focus to “be honest” in his 
work, after playing it too safe 
with 2012’s Countiy, God or 
the Girl. 

K’naan says from Los An¬ 
geles that he’s writing new 
material he hopes will be 
ready this fall. 

His disdain for last year’s 
disc was laid bare in a New 
York Times opinion piece 
published in December of 
2012. 

K’naan began that 1,200- 
word article by saying: “Here 
is a stoiy about fame,” and 
went on to recount label pres¬ 
sure to cater his dense global 
rhymes to a pop-loving fe¬ 
male, teenage U.S. audience. 

K’naan, who draws much 
of his inspiration from his 
troubled homeland, now says 
he’s been thinking a lot about 


the artist he wants to be and 
the kind of music he wants to 
make. 

“It’s a veiy instinctual 
album (there’s), not a lot of 
mulling over it,” K’naan says 
of the new songs. 

“I just felt like I had to do 
things this time around that 
felt pretty urgent to me.” 

And he is hoping to get the 
material out into the world as 
soon as he can, he admits, 
largely because of regretful 
choices made with Countiy, 
God or the Girl. 


“The rush is that I didn’t 
really like that album so 
much, so I think that that’s 
the experience — the reflec¬ 
tion of the album I put out 
has caused me to put out 
another one,” he says of last 
year’s disc, which neverthe¬ 
less earned respectable re¬ 
views. 

“It’s not even a mechan¬ 
ical thing; it’s the urge to ex¬ 
plain the dynamics of things 
and try to be honest about 
where I’m at, what my life 
is and also the difference be-

Quiche has a reputation as a 
complicated dish. 

Home cooks worry about 
the crust. They agonize 
over the fillings. Do they 
have the right mix of meats 
or veggies? Which type of 
cheese? And how much is 
too much? And then there 
is striking the balance of 
egg and dairy, never mind 
determining the best way to 
season the mixture. 

Which makes it all sound 
so very troublesome. And 
yet quiche really is such a 
simple dish. It’s both versa¬ 
tile and forgiving. 


Here is a simplified ver¬ 
sion of the dish. Not even 
the least skilled home cook 
has an excuse for skipping 
it.

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BUYERS EXPECT TO 
SPEND $300K ON 
FIRST HOME: REPORT 


According to a recent BMO First- 
Time Home Buyer’s Report, the 
average amount Canadians plan to 
spend when buying their first home 
is approximately $300,000, with an 
average down payment amount of 
$48,000 (16 per cent). 

The report also revealed: 

• On average, first-time homebuy- 
ers expect to be mortgage free in 20 
years, with 20 per cent estimating it 
will take between 10 to 19 years. 

• Those planning to enter the real es¬ 
tate market for the first time are twice 
as likely to choose a fixed rate over 

a variable rate mortgage (46 per cent 
versus 20 per cent). 

• Furthermore, first-timers who expect 
interest rates to stay the same or 
decrease over the next five years still 
prefer fixed rate over variable rate 
mortgages (39 per cent versus 23 per 
cent). 

“Buying a home is one of the most 
important financial decisions one can 
make,” said Laura Parsons, mortgage 
expert, BMO Bank of Montreal. “It’s 
crucial that those planning to enter the 
market are well-prepared — not only 
to manage their costs, but also to pay 
off their mortgage as soon as possible. 


Determining what your mortgage 
payments and overall costs of home 
ownership will look like, and then liv¬ 
ing in that financial reality for a year 
before entering the market, can be an 
effective strategy.” 

Parsons added that it is encour¬ 
aging to see that buyers say they are 
in a position to pay down their mort¬ 
gage in 20 years or fewer. 

“Homebuyers can shorten that 
timeline further by choosing a shorter 
amortization and taking advantage of 
accelerated payment options.” 

According to the report, two-thirds 
of first-time buyers (66 per cent) 
say the latest changes to mortgage 
regulations — which included 
reducing the maximum amortization 
for government-insured mortgages to 
25 years from 30 years — have not 
affected their buying timeline, while 
one-in-five (19 per cent) say they will 
have to wait longer before buying as 
a result. 

“A shorter amortization is the 
most responsible approach to home 
financing; it’s something BMO has 
been encouraging their customers to 
consider for years, as it means becom¬ 
ing debt-free sooner,” Parson said.

SURVEY REPORTS 

About one-third of new home builders 
across Canada say that rising costs due 
to the price of serviced lots is a critical 
problem. 

This is one of the key findings of 
the Winter 2012 Pulse Survey of new 


homebuilder and renovator members of 
the Canadian Home Builders’Association 
(CHBA). The survey was conducted in 
December 2011 and January 2012 with 
the assistance of Canada Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation (CMHC) and Nat¬ 
ural Resources Canada. 

The survey finds that the level of 
concern about rising costs due to lot

prices has increased to 32 per cent today 
from 27 per cent a year ago. The number 
of new homebuilders concerned about 
shortages of serviced lots has crept up to 
21 per cent nationally today from 16 per 
cent a year ago. 

Regulatory issues are a growing 
problem for many new homebuilders. 
The survey finds that nearly a quarter of 
new home builders report more onerous 
municipal approvals and standards are a 
critical problem, up from 19 per cent a 
year ago. Concerns about more onerous 
building code requirements and environ¬ 
mental regulations have also increased 
over the last year. 

While the employment pattern var¬ 
ies from region to region, 24 per cent 
of all respondents to the survey report 
higher employment compared to a year 
ago. Most builders are optimistic for the 
future — two-thirds see no change in the 
employment pattern, while the balance 
expect to hire more workers. 

A total of 373 new homebuilders and 
renovators responded to the 45th Pulse 
Survey. Results were tabulated and 
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analyzed for the CHBA by Altus Group 
Economic Consulting. 

The Canadian Home Builders’ Associa¬ 
tion (CHBA) is the national voice of the 
residential construction industry, repre¬ 
senting more than 8,000 member firms 
across the country. Membership comprises 
new homebuilders, renovators, develop¬ 
ers, trade contractors, building material 
manufacturers and suppliers, lenders and 
other professionals in the housing sector.

LeBron James made a layup as 
time expired in overtime, and 
the Miami Heat found a way to 
beat the Indiana Pacers 103-102 
in a wild Game 1 of the Eastern 
Conference final Wednesday 
night. 

James finished with 30 
points, 10 rebounds and 10 as¬ 
sists for the Heat — his ninth 
post-season triple-double, and 
barely anyone noticed. All that 
mattered was the last shot, 
which simply saved the Heat. 

Paul George made three free 
throws with 2.2 seconds left in 
the overtime, which he forced 
with a miracle three-pointer, 
to give the Pacers the lead. But 
James — with Indiana shot¬ 
blocking centre Roy Hibbert 
curiously on the bench — just 
drove down the left side of the 
lane, scored with ease and the 
Heat escaped. 

Game 2 is Friday night in 
Miami. 

Officials reviewed James’ 
play at the end, though it was 
clear he beat the clock, and the 
Pacers walked slowly toward 
their locker room, lamenting 
one that got away—by no fault 
of George’s. 

George was fouled by 
Dwyane Wade on the play 
where the Pacers had to think 
they had stolen the series open¬ 
er. 

George saved the Pacers 
in regulation with a 32-footer 
with 0.7 seconds left in regula¬ 
tion that tied the game, and 
tried a shot from a similar dis¬ 
tance as time was expiring in 


the extra session. 

Referee Jason Phillips said 
Wade hit George, and the Pa¬ 
cers’ star made all three free 
throws for the 16th lead change 
of the night. 

The final lead change came 
moments later, and Miami sur¬ 
vived a game that had 18 ties 
and neither team ever leading 
by more than seven points. 


Wade scored 19 points, 
Chris Bosh had 17 and Chris 
Andersen had 16 on 7 for 7 
shooting for Miami. 

George scored 27 for the 
Pacers, who got 26 from David 
West, 19 from Hibbert.
